This patent application became abandoned on September 28, 2006 for failure to file a 
proper reply to the Final Office Action mailed on November 29, 2005. 

This Petition is in response to the Final Office Action mailed on November 29, 2005 and 
the Advisory Action mailed on July 5, 2006 indicating that the proposed amendments mailed on 
February 28, 2006 were not entered because they are not deemed to place the application in 
better form for appeal by materially reducing or simplifying the issues for appeal. 

Applicant had filed a response to the Final Office Action of November 29, 2006 on 
February 28, 2006 with an expectation that the application would be allowed. However, due to a 
law office move and lapses in receiving mail applicant did not receive the Advisory Action and 
the application became abandoned due to Applicant's failure to timely file a Request for 
Continued Examination (RCE). 

Applicant is Petitioning for Revival so that a RCE with the response that is required for 
the RCE may be considered. In response to the Advisory Action mailed July 5, 2006, Applicants 
enclose herewith a Request For Continued Examination (RCE) and fees, and further including a 
request that the Amendment and Response mailed by Applicant on February 28, 2006 be entered 
and considered. 

This petition is filed within two years of the date on which the patent became abandoned. 

The entire delay in filing the required reply from the due date for the reply until the filing 
of a grantable petition pursuant to 37 CF.R. §1.1 37(b) was unintentional. Accordingly, 
Applicants hereby petition for revival of the above-identified application for patent due to the 
vmintentional abandonment of the application under 37 CFR § 1.137(b).
